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made over twenty knots an hour in the teeth , 
of the gale. 

When the Carmania ‘genie the vicinity 
of the Voltyrno the forward end of tlie dis- 
tressed vessel was burning fiercely. The 
flaming ship was rolling heavily, while its 
propellers were fouled with boats’ tackle 
used in lowering the six lifeboats. — 

It was learned by the captain of the Car- 
mania that up to that time only two out of 
six lifeboats had sneceeded in getting safely 
away from the Volturno. The other four, 
crowded with passengers and members of 
the crew, had been smashed against the side 
of the vessel and all their occupants thrown 
into the sea and drowned. 


LIFEBOAT DRIVEN BACK. 
In spite of the terrific gale raging when 


the Carmania arrived near the Volturno, 
the captain had one of his lifeboats low- 
ered to proceed to the Volturno to heip 
in .the rescue. 

The boat was launched with much diffl- 
culty, for even on the lee side of the Car- 
mania the sea was terribly rough, and it 
was only by extraordinary efforts that the 
gmall craft was prevented from being 
smashed or capsized as it left the side of 


the ship. 
‘ The Carmania’s lifeboat, in charge of 


> First Officer Gardiner, made a gallant but 


futile attempt to get alongside the Vol- 
After two hours’ battle with the 
waves, during which the lifeboat lest all 
except three of its oars, the rest being 
broken or torn from the hands of the 
crew, First Officer Gardiner returned to 
the Carmania, which he succeeded fn mak- 
ing without loss of life or broken limbs 
among the members of his boat's crew. 


’ GANNOT CAST LINE ABOARD.

They 
who cried out perished miserably with ten 
ships, as brilliant as summer hotels, stand- 
ing all around them. 

RESCUES BEGIN AT DAWH, 
The storm continued throughout the night, 
but toward dawn the wind decreased and the 
sea began to get smoother. Every mirmute 
of the darkness the officers and crew of the 
ten rescuing ships had been on duty watch- 
ing and waiting for a chance to lower oats. 
At daylight their opportunity came. 

All of the waiting steamships had part in 
the resoue. The sea in the neighbornood cf 
the Volturno was covered with lifebcata. 
The boats approached the stern, where the 
hundreds of passengers and crew were guth- 
ered, and in turn took on loads of survivors. 

Some of the Volturno’s people leaped into 
the water and were hauled into the lifeboats. 

The Volturno was abandoned at 9:20 o’c'ock 
on Friday morning in longitude 48.25, \ati- 
tude 84.33.

The total carrying capacity of the steamer 
was listed at 1,064 persons, including the 
crew. The regulations required that 1,500 
life preservers and life belts be carried, but 
at the inspection last December the United 
States officers found that only 1,282' were 
carried, and the steamship officials were 
forced to supply the deficiency in this respect 
before the Voiturno was allowed to sail.

CHIEF PROBLEM FOR CHARITY.

Dr. F. E,. Lyon of Chicago Tells Ili- 
nois Conference Convention Distri- 
bution of Labor Is: Needed. 


Rockford, Ill., Oct. 11.—[Special. ]—-Present 
day charity’s greatest problem was declared 
to be largely one of distribution in an ad- 
dress tonight by Dr. E. Emory Lyon of Chi- 
cago atthe opening of the eighteenth annual 
Illinois conference of charities and correc- 
tion. Dr. Lyon, who is president of the con- 
ference, spoke on ‘‘ Social Responsibility for 
the Deficient.’’ 

“The problem of how to capitalize erd 
equalize the enormous fund of happiness, 
health, wealth,. and efficiency is worthy of 
our best thought and highest energies,’’. Dr 
Lyon said, “It is more than the probler of 
relieving distress, or superficial charity, or 
of punishing and correcting the guilty. It is 
a question of determining why we have un- 
due distress in the midst of plenty. 

*“‘ It forces upon us, in other words, the dis- 
crepancy between unprecedented industrial 
activity and the idleness of which there 
seems no end. It should teach us to give at- 
tention to the conduct of the courts if the 
individual's conduct is to be held to strict ac- 
count In the courts. + 

“ Tf invention has taught us to fly in the air, 
why has it not enabled us to get the air into 
our homes, factories, and street cars? We 
would know why. more water than land. 
upon the earth, we should be land poor and 
short on bathing beaches and recreation 


piers.”

Ab” Dies in Hospital. 


ONCE WAS NEWSPAPER MAN. 


Known Throughont Country for Bril- 
liancy as Novelist. 


Stanley Waterloo, long prominent as an 
author and newspaper man of the middle 
west, died last night at the Chicago Union 
hospital. after a long illness, made more se- 
vere by the death of his wife. He was 67 
years old. 

Mr. Waterloo was born in St. Clair county, 
Mich., and from there appointed to West 
Point. A few days before he was to enter the 
academy he had a bad fall from a vicious 
colt he was breaking, incurring a gash in 
his cheek that destroyed the sight of one 
eye and left a lifelong scar. Disqualified 
by the loss of his eye from entering the mili- 
tary academy, he went to the University of 
Michigan and was graduated in 1869. 


Long in Newspaper Work. 

The following year he came to Chicago 
and on the training of two years in local 
newspaper work went to St. Louis and be- 
came part owner of the old Journal. since 
absorbed. Later he was editor successively 
of the Republic, Chronicle, and Globe-Demo- 
crat of St. Louis. 

He spent a few years in St. Paul—one her- 
itage, ‘‘ St. Paul day,”’ he left with the city— 
and came to Chicago He was an editorial 
writer for THE TRIBUNE, later editor in chief 
of the Chicago Mail, and stilldater editor of 
the Washington Critic and Capital. 

One of his most famous exploits in news- 
paper work was his careful study of condi- 
tions in the Congo and subsequent exposure 
of the slavery conditions existing under Bel- 
gian government. These writings had a 
large part in forcing the ita % that eventu- 
ally came. 


Retires to Become Novelist. 

He retired from active newspaper work to 
compile *‘ The Story of Ab,” the result of 
years of quiet research and still the textbook 
in ‘several states for the study of prehistoric 
man.- Other well known books were: “A 
Man and a Woman," and “ Armageddon.” 

The title of this last suggests his last big 
work in active life, charge of the country 
press work for the Progressive party, a post 
he was given at the special request of Col. 
Roosevelt. That completed, he retired once 
more to his studies and had just completed a 
new book, not yet published. — 


Twice President of Press Club. 

Most of his time in recent years has been 
spent around the Press club of Chicago, of 
which he was twice president, the second 
time during the World‘s Columbian exposi- 
tion, when demands on that office were un- 
usually severe, 

Funeral arrangements have not yet been 
made. Many of the literary men with whom 
he was closely associated in his life will at- 
tend. : | 

Among Mr. Waterloo’s intimates was 
Eugene Field. They worked together fm St. 
Louis and later in Chicago, and are survived 
by many who revered them both, and often

TALKS BEFORE 1916¢CLUB. 


Warns Republican Party That 
National Committee Must 
. Be Curhed. 


Senator Lawrence Y. Sherman yesterday 
afternoon told the 1916 club of Chicago the 
future success of the Republican party de- 
pends upon the recognition of the principle 
that the voters who elect presidential can- 
didates also should be permitted to nomi- 
nate them. He declared in favor of stripping 
the nationa! committee of arbitrary power. 

In short, the senator unequivocally in- 
dorsed the doctrine that the rule of the peo- 
ple as expressed in primaries or under other 


‘state laws should prevail in the convention 


as well as on election day. He upheld, in 


‘effect, the contentions of the mren who pro- 


tested against the nomination of Taft in the 
Chicago convention of 1912. 

“We must do two things,” he said, ‘if we 
would win back to the party those men who 
supported another candidate in the last na- 
tional gampaign. First. we must respéct the 
laws of states governing the election of dele- 
gates. and, secondly, we must place the con- 
vention representation upon a voting instead 
of a population basis."’ 

Stands Up for Rights of States, 

‘The senator said he would favor congres- 
sional legislation that would be the guide of 
all parties, but held to the principle that the 


* people of the states have the right to say in 


what manner their representatives in cop- 
ventions should be chosen. 

He called attention to the fact that twenty- 
six states have presidential primaries and 
predicted that in the course of time all of the 
states would adopt this plan. 

“When delegates are elected they ought 

to carry with them into the national conven- 
tion credentials given them by the voters of 
their state and be seated on the temporary 
roll,” he.asserted. “The power ought to 
exist in no committee to unseat delegates 
fairly élected by voters. 
“Some states have no primary law, it is 
true, but in time there will be no,such con- 
dition. This recognition of the voters must 
be done in the future either by voluntary ac- 
tion of the national committee or in a nation- 
al convention. 


“Would Meet Demands of Voters. 

“The -rules of the national committee ae 
adopted by the last convention now conflict 
with the ws of some states. As the national

“ Lbelieve in adhering to the 
district plan of choosing delegates, ae I .be- 
lieve each district best able to for itselt 
and instruct its representatives in the con- 
vention.

This 
conflicts with the law of the national con- 
vention, which recognizes district rae: 
sentation.

Their seats were contested and the national 
committee ruled in favor of the district déle- 
gates.

‘ Says Prime Object Is Election. | 

“In guiding our future course we must 
take into consideration that the object .of 
nominating a ticket is to elect it and the sye- 
cess of the ticket depends on the voters of the 
states who send delegates to the convention. 
We have plenty of ornaments in the

“ Therefore, I say there isn’t any better 
way to elect a ticket after nominating it than 
to recognize the primary laws in the states 
that have them. Then the ticket nominated 
will be supported and even if its defeat fol- 
lows the people will be contented because 
they will know their wishes were respected 
in the conyention and their voices were heard 
through the delegates they named. 

‘Now as to the basie of representation. 
It is not fair that the southern states which 
poll a small part of the Republican vote 
should have the decidirg power in a Repub- 
lican convention. The delegates should, be 
selected on the basis of ,votes cast and not 
upon the population of the district or state., 


“Protest Against Conditions.” - 

** What we suffer now results from otuilalt 
| ting the power that cannot elect to make onr 
fiominations. I don’t regard the vote in Tit- 
nois for a third candidate last year as a vote 
for a third ticket, but a protest against exigt- 
ing conditions. Remove the cause of this com- 
plaint and the protestants wil return.” .. 

The senator prefaced his address by attack- 
ing the Democratic method of “‘locally”’ writ- 
ing a tariff bill and expressed the belief: ‘the 
Republicans could be brought together on'the 
time honored principle of legislating for the 
entire country. He announced, however, that 
there could be no temporising on the question 
of the recall of judges and judicial decisions.

Yet for the moment, while the fate of the 
bill that is still before the country hangs un- 
decided, we are still concerned, and we must 
be eoncerned (in Ireland), with the abstract 
question, whether it is necessary, as Union- 
ists contend, that all Iris affairs shall be 
referred to an assemblage in which Irishmen 
are outnumbered by nearly six to one, and in 
which Irish interests are always made a 
pawn in the political game. We, on our side, 
have only to hold the ground that is won 
already, but our opponents in Ireland are 
making preparations which cause astonish- 
ment to the tivilized world. Traditionally 
the party of “law and order,”’ they are pre- 
pared to resist an act of parliament, with the 
king’s signature appended to it, by open re- 
bellion. ° 

They profess to be armed—and it is cer- 
tainly true that they are drilling—though in 
very inconsiderable numbers—but they con- 
stantly put up the claim, through their 
spokesmen, for an immunity from all the con- 
sequences of defying the law. 

They have made all their arrangements, it 
appears, to form a “ provisional govern- 
ment,”

I am perfectly certain that no man in the 
majority of Irishmen wishes to injure or 
oppress our fellow countrymen, the Unionists 
of northeast Ulster... In the first place, it is 
to our interest to conciliate them. We know 
their value to the community. 

But, in the second place, and chiefly, we 
have had experience of what oppressiow 
means. We know how bitter a spirit of re- 
sistance it breeds.

New York, Oct. 11.—A new low point was 
reached today in the protracted decline of the 
stock market. There was an increased sup- 
ply of stocks from traders on both sides of 
the market with the chief impetus coming 
from the bears. 

The raid with which they began the day’s 
trading was the most successful of any drive 
of the present movement, and prices were 
forced downward 1 to 2 points in the first 
few minutes. Later came a fractional rally, 
but the list did riot hold its advantage, and 
the close was near the lowest. 


Buying Power Crippled. 

The conspicuous point was the entire crip- 
pling of the market’s buying power. Pend- 
ency of the suit to separate Central Pacific 
from Southern Pacific and reports of renewed 
disturbances in Mexico were seized on by the 
bears as ammunition, as were intimations 
from Washington that the government was 
contemplating new anti-trust measures. 


Tt was lese the positive influence of these devel- 
opments, however, than the absenec of any con- 
sistent demand which weakened the market and 
made it easy to hammer down stocks. The uncer- 
tain outlook for business and money, the effect 
of the new tariff law, and the course of events 
at Washingotn have made the present situation 
such a doubtful one in the opinion of traders that 
investore and speculators are unwilling to buy 
stocks. 

The bank statement made a better showing than 
had been looked for. The actual cesh loss was 
only about $1,000,000, and in consequence of a 
scaling down of deposits reserves were increased 
materially. Weakness continued in bonds, with 
Steel 6s falling tv par.

Review of Week’s Market. 


Uncertain prospects for trade, the money situa-

‘I base this claim on the fact that my pro- 
duction was the first American production 
ever offered in this city which embodies the 
ideas of the modern theater as they have been 
evolved and developed in the most advanced 
Its entire method was a 
complete departure from all the old school 
stage methods as they have existed with 
monotonous persistency in the American 
theater. I brought to view ideas that have 
completely routed all the old traditions of 
the theater abroad, and which will sooner or 
later accomplish the same in America. 

On these grounds I reiterate that the pro- 
duction was the most significant of a decade. 
This phase entirely e every New York 
critic. No one of them sufficiently ob- 
serving or informed to lize that he was 
Witnessing an innovation. Were a reporter

It 
never gave me the serenity that a couple of 
quarts of potato soup, made out of half milk 
and half cream, generously sprinkled with 
putter, used to do. 
My best eating days were out in the tall 
“grass. The best of my best eating days were

tomers, the other for the waiters. There 
were shelves back behind with all kinds of 
canned goods on’em. A counter underneath 
the shelves was draped with mosquito bar.

The bill of fare was limited to steak, ham- 
and, bacon-and, and other primary dishes.

But I can say that an appetizer 
was a useless, usediess product in the jays 
agone when I was wont to live to eat and 
and not to eat to live. 


Nowadays, when I sometimes érink one, I 
find the appetizer its own best pressagent. A 
cockta!l never creates within me desire for 
food. Another cocktall, and perhaps another, 
seems all right. The fact is, all I can say in 
favor of the appetizer is that if you take 
enough of ’em you don’t care whether you eat 
or not. \ | 

When I pick up a menu card it has me hes!- 
tating. In a minute it has me going. I don’t 
know where I'm going. but I’m on my way. 
After an awkward pause, during which the 
flat owner with the apron on views me with 
huge and not always entirely silent con- 
tempt, I come back violently by asking my 
companions what they’re eating. One may 
be enjoying gefueltefish. I may enjoy it, too, 
but I doubt H—Iit doesn’t sound right—and 
pass on to the next one. He’s probably tack- 
ling wiener schnitzel and- voting it great.

Many there are who sing the praises of the 
lobster.

When you get to your table some one look- 
ing for something pulls your chair out for 
you. Another some one itching for some- 
thing else gets .your butter and bread and 
ice water. In due time the walter hits the 
horizon and eventually you eat. 


The bus boy removes the débris. The wait- ’ 


er hovers with the check. You pay and pay

The doorman swings the door 
and you pay. At last if you manage to elude 
‘the lure of the taxi suppliant you escape to

ACK to the orient has been the slogan 

of western connoisseurs: ever since 

the middie of the last century. Mid- 

dle Asia, which is the mother of the 

race, is also the mother of art, and it 
required this great original art to rescue 
Europe and America from the utter banality 
of machiné made design which corrupted 
taste during the Louis Philippe, early Vic- 
torian period. The good work began in the 
‘60s with the importation of pritits from 


Japan, porcelains from China, and rugs from 
Persia. 
ful artists were profoundly affected, and the 
revolutionary influence filtered down through 


Whitier, Monet, and other thought- 


experts and dealers even to the plain citizen, 
who, as a first evidence of reform, began to 


discard his Wilton and Brussels carpets and 


buy oriental rugs. | 
Of course this was not the first time the 


oriental ideal had penetrated Europe. The 
crusaders brought it back with them. Italian 
brocades of the best period show the influ- 


ence of Persian design, and during the reign 
of Louis XIV. there was an enthusiastic ex- 
change of objects of art, ideas, and patterns. 
between the French court and that of the 
early Manchu emperors. One of these iat- 
ter built a French renaissance summer pal- 
ace, Chinese nobiles collected French watches, 
and their designers used curious French 
figures and other motives in the decoration 
of furniture, porcelains, eto. In return 
French porcelains and silks of the period 
often show a strangely exotic imitation of 
Chinese design. Indeed, our common word 
for porcelain, ‘* china,” indicates from what 
country the modern world derived the art. 

But this exchange of ideas in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, though pro- 
foundly significant, was leas’ fruitful than 
the modern exchange p to be. It was 
already in abeyance before the French revo- 
lution, and for the next half century or more 
it was still more completely forgotten. To- 
day, under modern conditions of cosmopoli- 
tan travel, commerce, and taste, no one can 
predict how far reciprocal sympathies of east 
and west will carry us. 

_ 

All this apropos of the remarkable collec- 
tion of oriental rugs lent by Alexander H. 
Revell & Co. to the Art institute as part of 
the twelfth annual exhibition of arts crafts. 
it overshadows the rest of the 


lic an unusual opportunity for the study of 
rare antique specimens of the various 
weaves. Unfortunately, the Collection is 
barely listed, incompletely at that, in the 
catalogue. It should be accompanied by a 
separate descriptive catalogue, giving, so far 
as possible, the history, dates, etc., of the 
rarer pieces. | 

It may be worth while to supply the defi- 
ciency in part by wandering about with the 
reader through the two galleries crowded 
with nearly fifty. rugs, antique and modern, 


‘selecting, as we pass, a féw especially fine 


ones for special attention. 

No. 814 is an ufiusually large and perfect 
example of sixteenth century Damascus 
‘cloth of gold. Most pieces of this texture 
are ragged fragments. and this one ig con- 
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sidered by some experts the finest one ex- 
tant. Réal Damascus cloth of gold was 
never made fer sale. The industry being 
controlled by royalty, its products were made 
for royal use and presentation. This piece 
seems to have -been intended for a. harem 
prayer rug, and the sign of the sun Indicates 
that it went to an Egyptian princess. | 


No. 798 is a large fifteenth century Sara- 
cenic rug from the Yerkes collection, from 
which several pieces were bought at enor- 
mous prices for the Metropolitan and other 
museums. John K. Mumford, author of 
“ Oriental Rugs,” credits Mr. Yerkes with 
® conviction that “the weavings of the orient 
were among the master fruits of human 
inspiration and skill,’”” and with a persistent 
wearch for the finest examples of the best 
period. The present fabric, which was No. 
208 at the Yerkes sale, this author describes 
in the catalogue as “one of the most ex- 
emplary in the collection and representative 
in every way of the best Saracenic workman- 
ship. . .. In color, in dignity, in texture, 
in all the perfections of craft, this is one of 
the noblest, as it is one of the oldest, carpets 
im the Yerkes collection.” 


— 
The pattern strongly resembles that of Mr. 
Yerkes’ famous Hispano-Mauresque carpet, 
and is peouliarly interesting as showing the 
reciprocal relation of Persian and Saracenic 
Gesign. The warp and weft are silk. the pile 
ia wool mixed with goat’s fleece, and there 

are 860 Persian knots to the square inch. 
The octagonal tent of: velveta, with gold, 


silver, and silk embroidery, in the center of 


the large gallery, is not a reproduction, as a 
local paper stated. It was the property of 
the Persian Shah Fatahli, of the late eight- 
eenth century, and its beautiful velvets in 
various colors and patterns are fine. spéci- 
mens of Persian design and workmanship of 
tue period which manifestly furnished more 


than a hint to Italian and French weavers. \ 
Tent life has always seemed natural in the 


orient and royal tents were extremelysump- 
tuous. Alexander the Great is said to have 
brought one back to Greece which was sup- 
ported by fifty golden pillars, carrying a roof 
of woven gold embroidered in shimmering 
colors, and divided into apartments by scarlet 
and white hangings. An Egyptian monarch 
had one even more eplendid, its pillars rep- 
resenting golden palm trees, about which 
twined golden vines with grapes of ame- 
thyst. In these royal tents gold and jewels 
were used with extravagant profusion. 

Of the other rugs a few of the most excep- 
tional may be mentioned. A precious antique 
Georgian, No. 796, two centuries old, his a 
border of realistic roses rarely used and more 
curious than beautiful. Ay old Tekke Turki- 
man Sedjadeth, No. 797, of severely angular 
design and dark purplish tone, bears the sign 
of the sun and was probably woven by a sun 
worshiper. A Ghiordes prayer rug, No. 806, 
of the sixteenth century. isa fine old example 
of a rare weave. A number of-old Saraband 
rugs are beautiful specimens, especially No. 
803; also an antique Feraghan, No. 805. Most 
of the famous weaves are represented by fine 
antique examples, and a number of modern 
Ispahans and Kermanshahs are also shown. 
The modern weaves for the most part skil-

Aside from the rugs, the art crafts exhi- 
bition. differs little from the usual display.

N automobile speedway similar to the 
Brooklands track in England may be 
Suilt at Big-n. - The Chicago Auto- 
wobile club and Bigin Moad racing 
association are back of the movement, 
prans for which will be discussed probably 
this week at a meeting of members of the 
two clubs and the various companies inter- 
ested in the manufacture and sale of road 
building materials. The course will be short- 
ened to four miles instead of eight and one- 

half miles, as it now is. The promoters want 
the road to be at least twenty feet wide with 
banked turns. 

Cc. G. Sinsabaugh, chairman of the Chi- 
cago Automobile club contest committee, who 
is back of the agitation, said: “ The building 
of a speedway at Elgin would give manufac- 
turers of road building materials a fine oppor- 
tunity to have a demonstration near Chi- 
cago instead of near Detroit. If the men 
back of the concrete movement should build 
@ speedway at Elgin they would have an 
opportunity of showing the quality of their 
work nearer home. It would be an exam- 
ple that would be subjected to the most rigid 
test known to automobile racing. 

“ We intend to meet the men from the con- 
crete, asphalt, and brick interests next week 
and give them an opportunity to hear our 
proposition. We are particularly anxious 
to get a fast course here. We could get 
all the American records without a doubt. 
The contest committee is working on the 
proposition and possibly some agreement 
may be reached so that work can be com- 
menced early in the spring.” 


——- 

The most spirited competition ever encoun- 
tered by the American Automobile associa- 
tion in laying out and developing five dif- 
ferent transcontinental routes has been in 
Texas, the entire length of which has just 
been traversed from west to east by W. O. 
Westgard of the association's fiejd staff. 
Great importance is lent to thie particular 
trip—the longest of all and the only one 
that can be traveled throughout the year 
—because the largest share of road improve- 
ment throughout that territory is likely to be 
along the line carefully selected by this 
routing and mapping expedition. 

It is significant of the state wide interest 

. aroused that before Westgard and the Path- 
finder had entered western Texas, the peo- 
ple along.the lower route from E) Paso 
through Sierra Blanca, Alpine, Fort Stock- 
ton, San Angelo, Waco,-and Fort Worth to 
Dallas had started a vigorous movement to 
popularize their route, and asked the Amer- 
ican Automobile association to log that also. 
A similar application was received from the 
cities and towns along the line from Roswell 
through Midland to Fort Worth and Dal- 
las. Gradu these and the other impor- 
tant through roads will be chartered with 
the result that Texas will not only be placed 
on one of the great trunk lines between 
the Atlantic and Pacific, but that the data 
necessary for traveling the principal routes 
within-the state will be really available for 
the visiting motorist.

item in the cost of operation of a gasoline 
motor truck in América is that cost of tire 
replacements and in the larger sizes of elec- 
tric trucks it equals or exceeds the cost of 
battery upkeep. Truck users in England, 
however, are obtaining two or three times 
the mileage from solid tires that is usual in 
this country. The truck makers here be- 
lieve that by the adoption of proper methods 
the users of commercial vehicles on this side 
can greatly increase their tire mileages and 
thereby cut the cost of operation and main- 
tenance materially. 

It is felt that the trouble lies partly in the 
indifference of the heads of houses using 
power vehicles to the details of their opera- 
tion and partly to the lack of knowledge of 
the causes of tire destruction and wear on 
the part of shipping clerks, superintendents, 
and drivers. With a view to remedying this 
condition if possible the board of directors 
of the Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
have decided that a pamphlet on the causes 
of solid tire wear and destruction be prepared 
and published and that manufacturers of 
mptor trucks and delivery wagons be re- 
quested to mail copies of the pamphlet to all 
of their customers. 

It is desired partioularly to impress upon 
users that abuse of tires not only makes their 
first cost higher than it would be if the tire 
companies did not make good the damage 
done by such abuse, but that the burden of 
making replacements under the guarantee 
falls upon those who take proper care of their 
tires as well as those who do not; also that in 
saving tire wear the user at the same time de- 
duces damages to the vehicle itself and so 
saves on his gqneral repair bill.

That the two national automobile shows to 
be held in the Grand Central palace, New 
York, and at Coliseum and armory, Chicago, 
next January under the auspices of the Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce will be bigger 
and better in every way than any of their 
predecessors was made evident at a meeting 
of the Automobile Chamber of Commerce 
held in New York on Thursday at which floor 
space for both exhibitions was allotted to 
exhibitors. 

When applications for space closed there 
were ninety applicants for car exhibits for 
thé, New York show and 100 applicants ‘for 
the Chicago show, the latter being a record 
number. The swelling of exhibitor’s list for 
the Chicago show is due to the additional 
number of applicants for space in the electric 
vehicle section. 

Applications for space to display acces- 
sories and parts are unusually large this year 
not only in number but also in the amount of 
floor space required.

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A strong protest against three intolerable 
manifestaticns of the “ road hog’ spirit is 
voiced by Clinton Hunter, manager of the 
Oldsmobile company of Chicago, who is rec- 
ognized as a careful though fast driver and 
an authority on road law and practice.

“Since automobiles have become numer-_ 


ous,” he says, “ any number of raw novices 
are at the steering wheels. Experienced 
drivers usually siow up at street intersec- 
tions, because they know the danger and re- 
spect the rights of others. The novice gets 
busiest at street intersections. He cannot 
tell whether or not the driver irf front of him 
ie planning to turn the corner, but he pelts 
right along just the same.

* The traffic law gives east and west traffic 
or north and south, depending on localities, 
the right of way. The intolerance and hog- 
gishness of the raw novice has great oppor- 
tunity to manifest itself in insisting on this 
rule. I have seen a vehicle wait for fifteen 
minutes while the stream of traffic flowed by 
and never one machine paused to let the wait- 
ing vehicle cross. The law means that when 
two vehicles moving in directions at right 
angles to each other are at an equal distance 
from the center of the street intersection the 
one moving, say, east or west shall have the 
right of way over the one moving north or 
south. It does not mean that all the vehicles 
on the street shall have such right of way. 

“ Drivers also overestimate the gain they 
make by their speeding. The difference be- 
tween fifteen and twenty miles an hour 
makes a difference so slight in running time 
between practically any points within the 
city that it is not worth a moment's consid- 
eration. Yet to make this trifling gain driv- 
ers appear to be willing to expose life and 
property to hazard.”

If difficulty is being experienced in getting 
a motor to fire on ail its cylinders, the cut- 
out should be opened @o as to permit any 
unburnt gas to have more freedom of escape 
when the exhaust from the next cylinder en- 
ters the pipe.

When you see black smoke emitted from 
the muffler make up your mind the supply 
of gasoline needs cutting down at the car- 
bureter needle valve; if a thick blue smoke, 
the motor is being fed too much lubricating 
oil; when the smoke is white and hasan odor 
it indicates a low grade of fuel, which does 
not gasify fully and is only partially burned. 
The latter will have the odor of kerosene and 
has a tendency to choke the motor on show 
speed, thereby utilizing a greater quantity 
of gasoline than it would otherwise do. 

It is a wise plan to have a hydrometer with 
which to test the gasoline that ts being sold 
now, for there are many inferior grades 
being sold at low prices which may not test 
up to what they are rated. Temperature 
will have much to do with the reading ofa 
hydrometer, for the warmer the weather 
the higher the gasoline will test.

‘When covered with grease they should be 
cleaned with gasoline and permitted to dry 
before using. When dry sometimes a @ouche 
of water will raise the fiber and give them 
sripping qualities. It is best, however, to 
clean with gasoline and when dry to spread 
on/a little oll in order to soften the fabric, 
neatafoot being the best article for this pur- 
pose.

According to the formula of the Society of 
Automobile Engineers, which is identical 
with that used by the Royal Automobile Club 
of England, one cylinder four and one-half by 
five inches will develop eight and one-tenth 
horsepower. If you have a four cylinder 
motor, it will be thirty-two and four-tenths 
horsepower; and if a six, it will be forty-eight 


and six-tenths horsepower. Much depends 
upon design, however, for a motor of this 
size can be made to develop forty horsepower

OULTRY flesh ia, unfortunately, heir 

to many diseases, and poultrynien must 
p expect more or less mortality among 

their flocks. In some cases the per- 

centage of deaths runs so high all 
profits are lost; in others the death rate is 
éo low as to be fiégligible. The difference 
is due to several things—vigor of the birds, 
thethod of housing and management, and the 
sanitary precautions adopted. 

Let it be thoroughly understood that pre- 
vention of dise&ses is better than cure. It 
is easier to keep disease away from the flock 
than to overcome it if it once secures a foot- 
hold. The adoptiofii of simple precautions 
will usually keep the birds in vigorous health. 

Primarily, select fowls of the health type. 
Cull ott and market the weaklings. The 
latter are usually poor producers, and are 
a menace to their healthy companions, since 
they are more susceptible to disease. It 


ing and cough, followed by a pectiiar rattling 
or bubbiing in the throat. This ts most easily 
observed when the birde ate of the roost. 
Inhalation of dust is said to cause bronchitis, 
or it may result from the development of an 
oféinary cold. 

Treat as for colds. Give a demulcent drink 
made by eteeping flaxseed in water. In se 
vére cases give ten drops of turpentine in « 
teaepoonfu! of castor oll, repeating the dose 
in six hours, and stopping the treatment 
when the bowels become icose.

Individual Treatment Unprofitable. 

Disinfect the quarters from time to time, 
using freely any good commercial disinfect- 
ant or Whitewash. Keep the feed and water 
receptacles clean by sealding or washisg 
with strong disinfectant. Vigorous birds so 
cared fof will usually remain in good health 
uniess exposed te disease through the intro- 
duction of stock secured from outside 
sources. Thé latter danger may be avoided 
by quarantining in separate quarters all pur- 
chased stock until certain it is.entirely free 
from disease. 

Poultrymen are divided In opinion as to the 
advisability o: treating sick birds individu- 
ally. In tthe opinion of the writer it does not 
puy te do so unless the specimen is unusually 
valuable. Flock treatment for simple disor-

Bulletins Give Results, 

“There are a number of offices under the 
bureau of plant industry in the départment 
of agriculture that render the farmer active 
assistance in his fight against the many dis- 
eases that attack his crops. 

“ When the farmer wishes to fiha out ex- 
actly what disease is affecting a plant ora 
crop, and whether there is an available rem- 
edy, he should apply to the laboratory of 
plant pathology. Pathology is the science 
of treatment of diseases and deals with 
their causes, manifestation, and results. 

“The farmer may submit specimens of his 
sick plants to this laboratory. No stamps 
need be inclosed, as all the mail from the 
department is carried free of charge by the 
government. 

“ The laboratory investigates not only the 
causes of a plant disease, but also: tries to 
determine what conditions render plants tm- 
muneé to such affections and works out ways 
of controlling them when possible. Besides 
corresponding with the farmer personally, 
giving him the benefit of the knowledge of 
the department's specialists, the Jaboratory 


sends out.bulietins giving the results of its 


experiments.

Of the cheracter of soft in the county the 
report says: “ There ia very little bam Gn 
the sand and grave! outwagh plains and they 
are largely uncultivated. About one-half of 
the til has, a light soll, the eomnaader 
being fair to good.” 

The 1910 census report shows thet in that 
year ninety-six acres of land in Newaygo 
county were devoted to alfalfa, producing 
125 tons of hay. The same report gives the 
number of poultry raised in.the county dur- 
ing that year was 144,760, of which 64,726 were 
wold. The number of eggs produced was 
568,082 dozens, of which 883,819 dozens were 
sold. The value of poultry and eggs pro- 
duced was $168,787. The receipts from the 
sale of poultry and eggs amounted to $99,502,

a long time is the now nearly com- 

pleted Fourth Presbyterian church on 

Lincoln parkway. It and its attend- 
ant structures—the manse, the parochial 
house, and cloister—which occupy the east 
half of the bicck bounded by Lincoln park- 
way, Delaware place, and Rush and Chest- 
nut streets, are as beautiful an example of 
modern Gothic as is to be found in the west. 
The architects who are responsible for it— 
Crane, Goodhue & Ferguson—are among the 
principal sponsors and exponents of the Goth- 
ie in this country. There is said to be much 
good humored rivalry between the two senior 
members of the firm on the subject of inter- 
preting this medieval form of art in modern 
American building. 

The Fourth church is especially the 
achievement of Mr. Crane, while St: Thomas’ 
Episcopal church in New York—a fine piece 
of work—is primarily Mr. Goodhue's chef 
q@’ceuvre, and there is much comparison of 
the two edifices. :

ga @ Prussian officer, he had pledged himseif 
to do nothing and to give his support to noth- 
ing that wes designed to alter the territorial 
integrity of the kingdom of Prussia. 

Qe the same occasion the chancellor re- 
cefved a letter from the young prince's fa- 
per, the Duke of Cumberland, tn which he 

ced his rights to the throne of Bruns- 
wick in favor of his surviving son. - 

Tbe kaiser, his chancellor, and the members 
of the federal council, representing the score 
of sovereign States comprised in the confed- 
gration Known as the German empire, were 
satisfied with this declaration of the prince, 
and al] arrangements were made for his tek- 
ing possession of the ducal throne of Bruns- 
wick, of which he is the lawful and acknowl- 
rege’ heir, this month. 

In fact, he was to have made hie solemn 
eptry into Brunswick as sovereign next week, 
ith his consort, and, in view thereof, Duke 
Jehn Albert of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, who 
has been exercising the regency of Brunswick 
for several years past, had broken up his 
pousehoid at Brunswick and dismissed all 
hig retainers there since Oct. 1.

| fhe complication which has now ensued is 

of the making of the Kaiser, of the prince, 

of his father, nor yet of the federal council. 

Indeed, the kaiser’s sympathies are with his 
son-in-law. 

In order to understand the real situation It 
ig necessary to explain that there has been, 
ever since the annexation of Hanover by 
Prussia at the conclusion of the war of 1866, 
a party in the imperial parliament known as 
the Guelph party, which claims to represent 
the national aspirations of the former king- 
dom of Hanover, and which by lending its 
support, first to one faction and then to 
another faction in the reichstag, has been 
able to give a good deal of legislative trouble 
te the government. 

The members of this party in parliament 
realized that all their importance as a po- 
litical factor was in danger of disappearance 
through this dynastic alliance between the 
former reigning house of Hanover and that 
of Hohenzoliern. 

They did everything they could to prevent 
the marriage, of which they diu not hesitate 
te express their disapproval, and since then 
have been rendering themselves more objec- 
tlonable than ever in parliament to the gov- 
ernment, insisting that neither the old Duke 
of Cumberland nor his son had ever notified 
them of the renunciation of their claims to 
the crown of Hanover.

Now, the Duke of Cumberland cannot 
make any such renunciation, being bound by 
a solemn vow to his dying father, the blind 
ex-Kinz George of Hanover, in 1878 never to 
surrender ~his rights to the throne of Hen- 
over. . 

His position has been thoroughly under- 
stood by the kaiser and the other sovereign 
princes of Germany, all the more as he has 
pledged his support to the German empireas 
now constituted. 

The Guelph party, therefore, in announcing 
that it will not abandon its warfare in parlia- 
ment upon the government as long as the 
prince whom they regard as their lawful sav- 
ercigm, the Duke of Cumberland, does not 
renounce hig claims to the Hanoverian 
throne, knows perfectly well that he cannot 
Imake @ny such declaiation. 

It also declares that it must have an equally 
explicit renunciation by the young prince 
before it can attach any importance to his 


oath of fe alty to the crown of Prussia, which '

lieve that the federal council will ignore both 
popular clamor and the Guelph party, and 
will authorize the prince to take possession 
of his throne of Brunswick without any fur- 
ther act of renunciation.

Cause of the aggressive attitude of the Gueiph 
members of the reichstag, the German press 
demands a specific and additional act of re- 
nunciation, if not by the Duke of Cumberland 
at any rate by his son, so as to put the Guelph 
party out of business. 

The kaiser’s son-in-law regards this de- 
mand upori him as an insult, since it implies 
“that the oath which he gave on receiving his 
commission as a Prussian officer is unworthy 
of belief, 

Moreover, while he ‘is perfectly prepared 
to live up to that oath, he does not wish pub- 
licly to repudiate not only the Guelph party 
in parliament but all those many Hanover- 
fans who, holding aloof from politics, still 
retain affection and friendship for their for- 
mer dynasty. | 

It is, therefore, easy to understand why the 
kaiser, as well as his sons, also the chancel- 
lor and all the sovereign princes of the Ger- 
man confederation, should sympathize with

Harsh Methods Unnecessary. 

Curiosity is also a strong characteristic in children. 
Some parents are most impatient of this trait. They 
should remember that the child is seéking knowledg¢ 
and that is a healthy sign. Curiosity is a tremendous 
propelling force in the mental life of any child, and in- 
telligent responses should be made to his inquiries, 

Again, children are oftentimes punished for lying 
when such is farthest from the child's mind. Imag- 
ination is pronounced in healthy children. To help the 
child control the imagination and not to checks it en« 
tirely ig the parent’s duty. 

In the exercise of authority over children much more 
progress can be made through the agency of gentle 
measures. Repeated application of harsh methods in 


@ecuring obedience is as harmful as it is unnecessary, 


and ig sure to bring about in the child a feeling of re- 
bellion and even hatred. On the other hand, gentle 
measures may be carried to extremes. When they are 


it ig usually because the parent wishes the child te 


have a deep love for her, and through fear of stifling 
that love does not insist upon obedience, 

The son and daughter who have been early taught to 
respect the commands of the parent later appreciate 
the value of such instruction and willingly submit to 
and even anticipate the wishes of parents, The spoiled 
child soon shows contempt for the parent he can rule 

At an early age children should be tavght thought- 
fulness of others. They should be made to give of their 
services in little ways so that the seed of selfishness 
may never take root. To see how mothers who are in 
straitened circumstances shield their offspring from 
home duties when they would be much better in mind 
and body for taking responsibilities, is pathetic, Selffsh- 
ness is the root of every evil. Loving, warm hearted 
little children grow into selfish men and women be- 
cause little services were not demanded of them during 
the early training age. 

The development of thé physical beauty as well as 
the mental beauty of the ehild should begin at en early 
age. Systematic daily exercise is more or less necés- 
gary for all children, but for the city bred child it is 
most essential. This is especially true of children who 
live in apartments and congested neighborhoods, who 
while in the house seldom have the run of more than 
one room. 

Children with exceedingiy nervous temperaments or 
those suffering from malnutrition must be made to 
etart gradually with any form of exercise. At first it 
is best to begin with ¢, and preferably just be- 
fore putting the child to bed at night. After a week 
or two of massage gradually work in one movement 
both of the legs and arms, gradually increasing the 
number of movements at os child grows stronger, 


An Esercne Ps the Limbs. 


With a healthy child it is well to commence the 
regular physical exercises with not more than two or 
three movements. of each of the following exercises. In 
@ week or ten days add one more movement.- Keep up 
this method, slowly increasing until each exercise is 
gone through with six or eight times, 

First grasp one of the child's legs by the ankle and 
with slight tension slowly raise it until the upright 
position is reached, or, in other words, until the leg is 
at right angles with the body. This may be done two 
or three times. Then the other leg ts put through the 
same course. Then both legs together, The arms aré 
then placed in position alongside ‘the body, and, like 
the legs, first one and then the other, then both, are 
gently and slowly raised above the head, and seach 


Movement gone through two or three times. The hands 
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are then brought up to the shoulders and arms spread 
out from the shoulder the same number of times. 
After these exercises ten minutes of gentle massage 
should be given the entire body, especially to the legs 
and back, a little melted cocoa butter being used as & 
lubricant, 

In addition to these exercises have the baby He 
his stomach and raise his feet and legs as far back to~ 
ward the head as they will go. The object is to raise 
the leg from the khee to the thigh a little, if possible 
Do not force the child in this movement. Let. him 
go as far as he will without urging, and no farther. 
Also, let him raise his head backward as far as he will.

Developing Leg Muscles. 


A child should not be allowed to sit with feet 
crossed in front of him. This will cause him later to 
walk with toes turned out at an extreme angle and 
encourage an ugly gait. 

About the third year, or earlier if the child has 
learned to stanl firmly on his feet, foot movement 
exercises should be commenced. Teach the child to 
raise himself on his toes and let himself down again. 
After a while he may take three or four steps forward 
on hig toes, until he can cross the room in this postition. 
These exercises are unsurpassed in developing the leg 
muscles. They also teach a child poise and an easy 
and graceful .carriage in walking. 

As early as possible a child should be taught deep 
breathing. He should stand in an upright position and 
take from six to a dozen good, deep breaths two or 
three times a day. If the child is inclined to stammer 


have him hold his breath for three or four seconds, 


which will help to overcome this habit.

breathing exercise, which necessitates keeping the 
nostrils free from mucus. If more attention were paid 
to keeping the nose clean there would be less mouth 
breathing among children, which causes most of the 
nose, throat, and ear troubles so prevalent.

Everybody has had an opening—that Is, 

every dretemaker has—and the Rue de 

lea Paix seems like a progresaive bridge 

party, with all the players changing 
places et least twice a day. These openings 
last from 10 to. 12 in the mornings and from 
2 to 4 in the afternoons, and if you have the 
proper sort of a pull to do so you can attend 
the two sessions and keep doing so for twe 
or three weeks and never repeat the visits. 

It i9@ amazing how many models one can 
mee, and after oné has looked them all over 
how much alike the majority of them are. 
Of course, each large establishment has 
geome exclusive fabrics, and each one will 
have one, possibly two, modelg that are 
ecpecially distinctive, but the rank and file 
have the same general cut and the same 
general outline, even if they differ radically 
fn the materials they use and the manner of 
trimming. 

And, O, how many, many of these models. 
there are! Paquin advertises that they are 
ghowing 250. Drecol! puts their number down 
as 225. Worth has nearly 300. and Beer 
claims the same, while Bechcff-Dav:d, Callot 
& Martial, and Armond, though/'not putting 
forwar. any statements, have let it be under- 
stood that.they are not behind in the moded 
rece and will not dip their colorg to any 
one, 

Even the smaller establishments, euch as 
Zimmerman, LBuznet, Bernard, and a half 
dozen others, are offering to show their cus- 
tomers all the way from 150 to 200 frocks, 
and if the reader thinks that one can view all 
of these and still keep a clear and unbiased 
mind and an eye that can take in details, you 
are much mistaken. 

The salient points one can always remem- 
ber. and after all these are the important 
ones for the early part of the seagon, for it Is 
a well known fact that fully half the models 
are changed after a few weeks of showing, 

especially if they have received only luke- 
warm receptions. 

Slit Skirt Filled bi 

Skirts loom large on the horizon at present, 
not because they are the more weighty. por- 
tion of the frock, but because there has been 
80 much said of them and they have been 
wo thoroughiy discussed. The siit skirt has 
not disappeared and apparently it is good 
for another protracted run. About seven 
out of every dozen shown show an opening, 
either at the side or in the front, and this 
ig from eight inches in length to knee high. 

Every model that I have seen. however, 
that is intended for daytime wear, and many 
that are fashioned for evening, have this 
-@pening filled in. Sometimes ft is with plait- 
ed chiffon, sometimes with flounces of lace. 
Occasionally a tab of heavy embroidery will 


aiso come under the opening and will still | 


further serve to veil the space, besides add- 
lag a dash of brilliant color to a subdued 
effect. When chiffon is employed to fill in 
these slits it is invariabiy of the color of the 
gown, and the plaitings are full and fan 
shaped. If lace is used it veils a scant 
plaiting of mousseline de soie, or chiffon, 


for only thin lace is seen, such as Chantilly, . 


Maline, and the like. 

One might insist that through these sup- 
posedly transparent materials the leg would 
be plainly visible, but as a matter of fact 
% cannct be seen, and if there is an oc- 
masiona!l outline suggested, it is no more than 
can be seen when wearing a cloth skirt that 
is unlined. I cannot think that even the 
most carping critic would object to these 
new slit skirts, for they are pretty, graceful, 
and much easier to walk in than have been 
the skirta for some time past. 

A nurnter of evening dresses, notably those 
that are being shown by Worth and Redfern, 
have skirts that are more or less like those 
worn during this last season. They either 
round up slightly in front or they open at 
ome side, but not high. The rounded ones 
have no trimming and they are only deep

ing, such as heavy tassels of pearls that have

gelves being beautiful and decorative. 

I saw one such gown as this at Redfern’s, 
the material being of satin in a marvelous 
shade of yellow, the skirt being trained off 
at one side of the back, while on the opposite 
side in front it was opened up for ten inches, 
possibly more. A double tunic fell over this 
plain skirt, the first being of black chiffon, 
the second of a brilliant blue, and onan was 
edged with sable. 

The bodice showed a foundation of satin; 
but only belt high, this being veiled first In 
black and after in blue, the latter coming 
against the neck and arms.

four inches on each side of center front, and 


about four inches each side of center back, 
placing pins at waist line and nearly bottom 
of skirt at each point measured. 

Jot down these measurements on a slip of 
paper, first subtracting from each figure the 
number of inches the skirt is to escape the 
ground at a given point. This will give you 
the length the skirt should be at each of the 
marked points to make it hang evenly at the 
bottom, 

Now lay the skirt flat on a table and mark 
with pins the required length corresponding 
with each point you have taken the measure- 
ments. Draw a basting thread from these 
pins to each other around the bottom of the 
skirt and turn up hem on this line.

Stitch Around Stitching First, 

In the finishing of garments requiring the 
double row of stitching, such as is used on 
edges of wash collars, patch pockets, cuffs, 
etc., the work will lie smoother and Iron with 
less chance of puckering if the stitching is 
managed right. A woman's tailor told me to 
stitch the second stitching first; that is, stitch 
the row that is in from the edge, and after- 
ward the stitching at the edge. I find it has 
been a great help to mein making work lie 
real smoothly.

to Be Made at Home for $100. 


By JANE BARTON. 


Y¥ a process of strict elimination of un- . 
necessaries here is a trousseau 
planned to cost about $100 and to be 
made by the bride and her mother at 
home, even to the tailored suit and 
e coat with a tailor to do the press- 

The bride to be who is not so accom- 

| ed will have to do still more eliminating 
to cover dressmaker’s bills. For such it pays 
to get a dressmaker in the house for a week 
or two. Make sure that she has a good cut 
and an accurate eye. You can do your own 
planning, but it avails you little if clothes are 
to be rulned in the making. 

There were several gowns that could be re- 
modeled into pretty house dresses at small 
cost and a white crépe de chine full skirt was 
dyed and made two blouses. Rarely has 
there been a season when a girl can do more 
with old clothes than this winter, for she can 
combine all sorts of materials and colors, 
and with tunics, tucks, and odd draperies 
she can remodel easily, even joining two old 
dresses into a smart new one. The cost of 
new materials and trimmings for making 
over two evenings gowns and a wool frock 
for morning use was $95. 

For the wedding dress they chose a crépe 
meteor forty-two inches wide at $1.50a8 yard, 
six yards making the gown. 

The skirt was cut over a stylish, draped two 
piece model with a pointed train and was 

without trimming save a bunch of orange 
blossoms where the drapery was caught 
up. The waist, which wad joined to the skirt 

py soft folds of satin—three-eighths of a 

yard at $1 a yard was used for the girdle 

—was cut on loose blouse lines with the

The blouse was made over a French lining 
of 80 cent china silk and the skirt was un- 
lined, being worn over a separate petticoat 
of white silk serge, which thus could do duty 
for several frocks. The pointed train was 
lined with two rows of plaited frilling to keep 
it in shape. The cost of the wedding frock 
was $17, this including frilling pattern and 
sewing silk and three-fourths yard of satin 
for lining the train. 

Five yards of tulle two yards wide at 75 
cents a yard will be used for the wedding 
yell, which reaches to the end of the trainin 
the back and is arranged in becoming caplike 
folds in front, the frill caught by artificial 
orange blossoms. Later the veil will be cut 
up into diaphanous blouses. A dollar and a 
half bOught enough of the orange blossoms 
for skiftt and veil, as the detached flowers 
were purchased and woven into desired shape

‘forty-five inches wide, the yard and a halg 


length was plenty to make a plain kimono 
bodice cut into a deep broad V front and back 
with sleeves ending just above the elbow. 
This waist was untrimmed save for a tiny 
line of jetted trimming to outline neck and 
sleeves, taking three yards at 10 cents a 
yard. The blouse was lined with a thin white 
china silk of high sheen at 50 cents and taking 
@ yard anda half. 

For another effect there was a blouse of 
cream colored shadow lace lined with flesh 
colored chiffon and made on a foundation of 
the thinnest china silk, cut square across 
back and front. The lace being cut in kimono 
lines, drapes loosely over it and has angel 
sleeves falling below the elbow at the back 
and cut nearly to the shoulder on top. The 
edges of the lace were finished with a picot 
effect done by hand im cream colored em- 
broidery silk. Two yards of the lace ata 
dollar a yard, a yard and a half of chiffon, and 
china silk at 50 cents each made this blouse.

Figured Crepe in Yellow. 

As these first two are intended for eve- 
ning dresses, the third one was of a figured 
crépe in tango yellow, shading into dull 
orange and mahogany. It, too, was bought 
as a remnant for 90 cents a yard; and two 
yards and a quarter made the simple blouse 
on shirwaist lines made high to the back of 
the neck and cut in a shallow oval to the 
bust line in front. This neck opening was 
outlined by a narrow rolling collar of plain 
yéllow satin, the lightest tone in the crépe, 
and @ filet shadow lace, made of a plece 
left from the other biouse, was used when 
the dress was to be worn with a high collar. 
The bretelles and sash were sometimes worn 
with this blouse, so even the reception frock 
could be varied. Three-eighths of a yard 
of satin made the collar and turn back scuffs 
on the three-quarter sleeved. - 

A cloth suit was made in semi-tailored 
style with dropped shoulder and a high roll- 
ing collar of fur, made from an old boa, and 
a waistcoat of one of the new faille silks 
watered in blue, yellow, green, and cerise. 
Just a touch of this was used to brighten the 
suit. Six yards of velveteen at 81.25 a 
yard, and a half yard of silk for the waistcoat 
at $1.50 a yard, and two and a half yards of 
corn colored satin serge coat lining at $1 
made the suit cost, with buttons, sewing silk, 
pattérn, and other findings, just $12.50,

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HAVE been asktd many times to write on different 

subjects that I know nothing about. For instance, 

“How to Be Beautiful,” “ How to Hold Your Hus- 

band,” “Should Actresses Marry?” etc., and I have 
tefused firmly. 

Now at last I have a chance to write about something 
that I really love and have been interested in all my life 
—dancing. The very word means a great deal to me, and 
apparently there are a lot of people who are right with 
me in that. 

Dancing is not a craze. 
should stay. So far it has done a great deal for America, 
and all these people who are condemning it had better 
turn their attention to bridge or anything they like and 
say “On with the dance,”’ because the more they talk the 
greater the desire for dancing will be. 

I have traveled quite a bit and have made it a point 
to see the dancing of all the different countries, and in 
this series of articles I am going to try to describe every- 
‘thing that I saw in the way of new steps while in Lon- 
don, Paris, Berlin, and the fashionable watering places 
last summer. But before I do this I have a few little 
ideas in my head about the much abused dances of today 
that must come out. 

* * 
The One-Step Will Live for Years. 
The people who like dancing have quite a fight on their 


hands to live down all the terrible crimes, divorces, and 


even murders that are laid at the door of the poor old 
turkey trot, bunny hug, Texas Tommy, Gaby glide, tango, 
and all those other amusing names that seem to crop up 
with every new variation of a perfectly nice dance known 
as the one-step. There you have the dance that will be 
here fifty years from now because it is practical, just as 
the waltz and two-step are practical. 

In the waltz you take one, two, three steps each way; 
in the two-step two; and in the one-step one. That is 
tempo, and the thing that makes all dancing is tempo. 

I have taken two music lessons a week all year, 80 
pardon me if I wish some musical expressions on you. 
What I really mean is time, but tempo sounds like I 
really knew a flat from a sharp. So you must humor me. 

There are many theories about where this one-step 
came from. Some say the Barbary coast out in San 


_ Francisco, and others say places that I am too much of 
a lady to mention.. But I say it is a great dance if you 
are to make it so, and we should worry about where it 


came from. 
Think of the good it has done. Take, for instance, the

a while they go to’a dance. Wifey loves to dance. Hubby, 
having been firmly convinced that he could not even keep 
time, let alone waltz, sits in the room off the ballroom, 
where the dancing wives’ husbands sit, and wish that 
Strauss had never written “The Blue Danube,” while 
wifey dances madly with all the lads of the village, who 
insist she has Pavlowa looking like Philadelphia on a 
wet Sunday. 

Every few minutes between dances hubby comes and 
stands in the doorway with a “ will she never get tired?” 
expression on his face, while wifey buries her nose in her 
partner’s shoulder so she cannot see him standing there. 
Now the plot thitkens. One time while he is lingering 
near. the door a debutante, who has been out to powder 
her tiose and rather likes other ladies’ husbands, is about 
to pass. She stops and says, “ Don’t you do this wonder- 
ful dance?’ Hubby, who by this time is rather a heavy- 
weight, says no—he is too old. Debutante says “ Don’t 
be silly; any one can do it. Come on in and try.” Well, 
what happens? Hubby gets the bug and becomes the 
Mordkin of the village! 

All the girls fight over him because he has such “ cute 
little” steps ali his own.. Mr. and Mrs.’ Married Couple 
gc to every dance there is to go to, and-even might be 
found at a cabaret together (if the mayor would allow 
them to) when there is no place else to go and dance.

The One-Step Not a Wiggle. 

The one-step is not a wiggle. It is more of a glide, a 
few steps and a very small dip, but always upright. No 
bending at the knees. - That is not being done in the best 
families this year. Personally I never could see any joy 
in knocking my knees against my partner’s. My own 
are much too thin for that. 

Admitting that there surely is a dance called the tur- 
key trot, I want to say that I have discovered the raison 
d'etre (O, I am so foreign, aren't I?) for these different 
names for the dances. Every one loves to write new 
steps. It,is my favorite pastime. First, then, you find 
a good, unsuspecting step, then you put a turn of the 
toe into it, do it backwards; and that makes it a new 
and original step. Now, that is where the crab crawl, 
the horse trot, etc., come from. 

Some rising young dancer stumbles on to & 
new | step. He teaches it to some innocent girl. 
She says, “ What is that?” Then the villain thinks 
quickly of’ the most baffling name, preferably connected 
with some poor, well meaning animal like the turkey, and 
with no sense of ."ame he calls it the monkey mooch, 


or the -centipede sizzle, or scmething equally ridicalous. 


Then: she, poor little “nut,” teaches it to her next partner” 
and tells him the name of it. And so it goes. That's

Now, another thing, about the hands. The average 
girl will sit at-a dinner table and pose with her hands 
pressed against her lilylike cheek or toy with a nearby 
fork, and all the time thinking whether or not they look 
graceful. That same girl, when she hears a “rag” tune, 
will dash’ into a ballroom and clutch the shoulder of her 
partner as though it were a precipice off which she is 
falling and whirl away in a dance. 

Now, girls, think that over. When you place your- 
selves in the arms of a handsome. stranger, just for fun 
look over his shoulder at your lilywhite (or maybe, like 
mine, lilybrown) hands and see that they are not in an 
unattractive position. There is no excuse for it. 

The men might very well take notice, too.’ The aver- 
age man will spread his enormous hand all over your 
back and not mean to do so, but he is so busy making 
his feet behave that he cannot be bothered with what 
“grip” he uses. But he‘should. I have seen many cou- 
ples that I knew were perfectly nice people look like two 
Barbary coasters because of the way they held each other. 

The next time you dance with some one you know 
well, just try a graceful position. You will get to like 
it in time. The man rests his thumb and forefinger 
against the lady’s back, quite a good way above the waist. 
He will find it very easy to guide with said thumb and 
forefinger, and will incidentally give the lady more 
chance to get her breath. The lady will lean over and 
take a good look at her hand and try to make it as grace- 
ful as possible, and at the same time hold on té the 
usually elusive dancing partner. 

‘Control is the greatest thing in all the new dances. 
If you feel yourself dipping, take a brace and think that 
dip instead of doing it. It is just as much’ fun and not 
half as wearing. 

All these old steps that we have been doing can be re- 
tained in the one-step, but done gracefully and with the 
thought, “I must remain standing.”

The 
men employed in quicksilver. mines soon 
lose their appetite and, become emaciated. 
If they keep on working in the mines they 
do not live more than three years. 

Chiotide of lime, employed by bleachers; 
frequently destreys the enatiel and dentin’ 
of the teeth. As chloride of lime is ised ii 
many factories, those who come into contact 
with it are in great danger of serious teeth 
trouble. 

Phosphorus, used largely in the making of 
matches, is another substance greatly inju- 
rious to the teeth, As many women and chil- 
dren are employed in match factories, and as 
they do not understand its dangers; phos- 
phorus is doubly dangerous. 

Soda is dangerous for the teeth, too. Peo- 
ple who work in soda factories are affected 
in a peculiar way. Their teeth become trans- 
Incent, then soft. If not treated in time and 
if they continue at the factory where soda 
is used, the teeth break off close to the gums, 

Other drugs employed in dye works and 
canning factories are found by Dr. Hesse to 
be dangerous and destructive to the teeth. 
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All Kinds of Ways to Eat Eggs; 
They Like ’Em ‘Sour’ in Germany.

and, quite unconsciously, the average per-

Awtericans are said to prefer poached eggs. 
The foreigner, when traveling, who sees a 
man order a couple of eggs poached on toast 
eimest immediately jumps to the conclusion 

that only an American could have given the 
hab * ‘Hard boiled eggs, served whole, are 
another American dish, and “deviled eggs,’ 
where the yolk is mixed with various condi- 
ments, ig strictly American. Fried eggs, too, 
ere more common in America than elsewhere. 

Hard boiled eggs are eaten in Germany, 
too, but they are usually prepared in a glass, 
chopped with butter, salt, and pepper. The 
German likes his soft boiled eggs very soft 
indeed, and breaks the contents into a china 
cup, eating them from the cup. The “egg 
cup” is an invention of Germany, but the 
German cups are large enough to contain 
several eggs. “Sour eggs” afe eaten in Ger- 
many, too. 

The average Wnglishman likes his egg 
boiled for three and a half minutes, no more 
and no less. He is particular about the time. 
fle prefers a small egg cup that holds one 
egg, the shell of which is not removed. The 
Englishman then removes the top of the shell 
and eats the contents out of the shell. Bread 
and butter, instead of the toast of the Amer- 
ican, is eaten with the Englishman’s eggs. 

The Frenchman removes the top of his 
egg, too, but then he stirs the contents vig- 


orously and adds bits of bread and butter 
to the egg. Sometimes squares of bread are 
dipped into the egg. 

No Spaniard would dream of letting an 
egg boil three minutes—that is, if he prefers 
his eggs prepared strictly in the native fash- 
in. The egg is allowed to boil only one

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Man About Same Size as Ever. 


T appears from. the results of scientific 
measurements made in France that the’ 
average stature of man is neither increas- 
ing nor decreasing. The skeletons of the

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Europe was the home of lions, elephants, rhi- 
noceros, hyenas, and reindeer, ere of nearly 
the same size as those of the French people 
of today.

Soon to Seet in Movies 


pe, G reat Battle o r 


HE millions of spectators who will soon 
witness in almost every corner of the 
civilized world the bugest film ever pro- 
duced, of one of the world’s greatest 

battles—W aterloo—will hardly realize at what 
a cost of human energy and injury the pictures 
were obtained. 

Four thousand players took part in the 
battle, which was fought this time near 
Northampton, England, instead of in Belgium. 
Three thousand cavalry participated, and 
nearly 100 cannon were used. And a gala 
day it was for the country round. Factories 
and schools were closed, and hundreds of men, 
women, and children flocked to see Napoleon, 
Wellington, Bluecher, and the 4,000 soldiers 
come back.to life. 

Several times the onlookers barely escaped 
annihilation with the “shells” which burst 
dangerously close to their feet.. Once a charge 
of 100 lancers drove dozens of frightened 
women and children to shelter, and they barely 
escaped being crushed beneath the men and 
horses. 

So energetically and with such stern real- 
ism did the actors throw themselves into their 
parts that large ‘numbers of them suffered in- 
juries of more of less seriousness. 


One accident that was especially serious was 


when eleven horses fell into the water and 


threw several of the players in, too, under- 
neath them. Rescuers immediately rushed to 
the scene, however, and the men and horses 
were removed and their injuries promptly at- 
tended to. 

The moving picture company evidently real- 
ized what great risks the pare were going 


to take in the production of the film, for it 


had each and every player insured against 
‘both death and accident, '

The aeroscope 
presents a novel feature in construction. 
Crane arms, 240 feet in height, mounted upon 
a steel tower fifty feet high and made of two 
parallel riveted trusses, will operate as a bal- 
aticed lever. One of the crane arms is forty 
feet in height and carries a double decked 
cage for passengers. 

One of the most attractive of the conces- 
sions will be that reproducing the historic 
tharket place of old Nutemberg, probably the 
quaiftest pdint in the old world. Nureniberg 
today is the only one of the gfreat cities of 
the Geran etipire which has preserved its 
medimval appearance. 

The banatet halls, folk dance halls, res- 
taurants, café, and coticert garfeh will be 
presented a8 they existed five centuries ago. 
Employés will te dressed fh the nativé cos- 
tumes of the fifteenth century, and visitors 
may feel that they are in the fascinating old 
city of Nuremberg as it existed in the height 
of its glory. 

Typical of the early days of the west will 
be the “ Forty-nine Camp,” in which the char- 
acters made famous by Bret Harte will be 
reincarnated and mingle with the visitors. 
Stage coaches of the days of "49 will meet 
the visitors at the entrance of the Union 
Ferry building and take them ont to the 
“camp.” Roulette wheels, faro games, and 
stage coach robberies will appeal to every 
sightseer. Nevada mining men under the 
leadership of Sam Davis, editor of the Carson 
City Appeal, will opetate this concession at 
an outlay of $100,000. 

The face of the “Ice Palace,” to be pre- 
sented by Montreal concessionaries, wil] be 
unique in designs of ice, through which will 
ron ammonia pipes. In the interior will be a 
skating rink three-fourths of an acre in. area, 
upon which will be held international hockey:
